The Ambassador 
and Envoy will exit without additional comment. Secretary Hull will continue to list aloud the reasons for war 
provided by the Japanese, sighing and shaking his head. He realizes that further diplomacy would be futile. Why 
was Japan going to war with the United States? Be prepared to share these listed reasons for war with the class.
